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INTEODUCTIUN. 


The  followiiig  Tables  have  been  compiled  to  illustrate  the 
Land  Purchase  provisions  of  the  Irish  Land  Act,  1903,  and  to 
aid  Landlords  and  Tenants  in  arriving  at  terms  of  agreement 
for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  estates  to  which  the  Act  applies, 
(other  than  certain  “ Congested  Estates  ”). 

The  Tables  will  enable  Landlords  and  Tenants  to  readily 
calculate  the  purchase-money,  the  tenant’s  future  payments, 
and  the  landlord’s  future  income. 

The  calculations  are  based,  not  on  the  number  of  years’ 
purchase,  but  on  a given  series  of  reductions  per  cent,  of  the 
tenant  rent,  and  show  at  a glance  the  tenant’s  future  payments 
and  its  equivalent  in  purchase  money,  the  bonus  (after 
providing  costs  of  negotiation  and  sale)  and  the  income  which 
the  landlord  may  reasonably  derive.  A column  is  added 
giving  the  tenant’s  rent,  less  costs  of  collection,  for  the  purpose 
of  comparison  with  the  income  on  the  purchase-money. 

The  purchase-money  is  worked  out  in  pounds,  shillings  and 
pence  for  greater  accuracy,  so  that  where  several  calculations 
have  to  be  taken  to  ascertain  the  purchase-money  in  the  case 
of  any  given  rent,  the  sum  may  be  its  exact  equivalent.  The 
Land  Commission,  however,  only  advance  in  multiples  of  one 
pound. 

The  column  showing  the  number  of  years’  purchase  is  only 
approximate,  the  basis  of  calculation  being  the  reduction  per 
cent,  of  the  tenants’  rents. 

The  “ Zones  ” under  the  Act  are:  — 

10  to  30  per  cent,  reduction  for  rents  fixed  since  1896. 

20  to  40  per  cent,  reduction  for  rents  fixed  before  1896. 
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But  sales  can  be  sanctioned  outside  these  limits.  The 
Tables  run  from  5 to  40  per  cent. 

Where  estates  are  subject  to  incumbrances,  carrying  interest 
at  more  than  3J  per  cent.,  the  landlord’s  future  income  will 
be  proportionately  increased. 

The  landlord’s  income  is  not  shown  in  cases  of  estates 
subject  to  heatl  rents  or  annuities,  the  capital  values  of  which 
have  to  be  ascertained,  and  (with  the  costs  of  the  superior 
landlords  or  aniiuitants)  paid  as  incumbrances  out  of  the 
purchase-money. 

A separate  Table  (on  page  5)  has  been  added  to  show  the 
purchase-money  of  a rent  of  £100  in  the  several  cases  where 
the  annual  instalments  are  less  than  the  rent  by  from  i to  40 
per  cent. 

The  figures  have  been  carefully  checked.
